Volcanic Disasters 
= Violent eruptions from 
A southern Chile’s Mt. 
Hudson Volcano ceased 
after 10 days of activity that caused 
more than $40 million in damage. 
Chilean Deputy Interior Ministry 
Secretary Belisario Velasco reported 
that 10 villages and 400,000 acres of 
farm land were wiped out in General 
Carrera province. Authorities said 
that 30,000 head of cattle, sheep, 
and horses were already dead in 
Chile and neighboring Argentina, and 
that 40,000 more were expected to 
die of starvation as the toxic gas and 
ash wipe out their grazing lands in 
the once fertile Valle del Sol. Valley 
residents likened the eruption to the 
allied bombing of Baghdad, saying 
focks as large as eight inches in 
diameter rained from the sky. 
Monsoon rains and renewed ac- 
tivity at Mt. Pinatubo Volcano in the 
Philippines unleashed hot mudslides 
that forced villagers into treetops to 
escape the rivers of sizzling sludge. 
Enough ash has already been 
spewed out to threaten monsoon 
slides for several years. 


Hurricane Season 

Sixteen people died along 

a path of destruction left by 

Hurricane Bob as it tore 
through parts of the Atlantic coast of 
the United States and the Canadian 
maritime provinces. The worst af- 
fected area was southern New Eng- 
land where the full force of the storm 
moved ashore. 

Typhoon Fred killed at least 14 
people and destroyed several thou- 
sand homes as it brought high winds 
and heavy rains into extreme south- 
ern China and northern Vietnam. 

Squalls which spread over Japan 
fromtyphoon Gladys produced flood- 
ing and mudslides near Tokyo that 
claimed at least 10 lives. One loca- 
tion received 28 inches of rainfall 
during the two-day tempest. 

Typhoon Ellie lost force just be- 
fore making landfall on China's Fujian 
coast.
